THE CBIMES BILL. 

Gladstone's Speech on the Third Seadlng- 
Balfour'B Eeply— Horley at Manchester. 

The following is tlie concluding portion 
uf ( lladstinie's speech uii t'.ie third read- 
ing of the Crimes bill: 

Another contmst was that thf past par- 
liament had beer nearly unanimous for 
coercion, while tnis bill was oppo.sod by a 
largo majority of I lie jieoplc of the coun- 
try, a luajorily tli.it was not likely to 
diminish. (Cheers.) If [larliament ro- 
tjiiiied any regard for the traditions of the 
country or for party usage, the measure 
would be abandoned. What could they 
urge to warrant such an invasion of the 
people's liberties I While resenting the 
imputation tli.at llie Liberals had done the 
same thing he would admit that the past 
ineasures had been failures. Among the 
diflferences ^between the past and the 
present was the extraordinary proposal 
making the Viceroy mu.ster of the whole 
law and right of association. 

In the present century the jiruposal was 
an out-'aye on every principle of public 
duty. Moreover, new oflenses wore 
created under the measure. The attorney- 
general for Ireland had admitted and it 
was too late to deny that tho bill aimed 
at the suppression of exclusive dwelling. 
That waa far more [lanlonalde in the 
weak and jioor than in the rich .-ind pow- 
erful but it was exclusive ile.ilings of the 
poor against the strong at which the bill 
aiineil. 

Till! government did not dare to lift a 
linger in defence of the suggostion that 
il ap[ily to England a provision such .as it 
waa forcing upon Ireland. He continued 
that the governiiioiit was bound to extend 
to tho occupants of land in Ireland a per- 
fect ei(uality with English trades tmions 
as regard.s the rights ;oid practices enjoy- 
eil by the latter, among which oumbina- 
t.iuii and oxclusi\'e dealing w sanction- 
ed. As tho bill stood, if an Irisliiiian 
joined an usaociation, it was for 
Balfour to say ^whether or not he 
became a criminal by the' act. 
(Clieera.) In conehiston, (iladstone said 
that Ireland, ;iftor seventy years of op- 
prossiuii and wrung, w;is in a state of 
unsery and wretcbedneHS. In the wliolo 
ItritiRli empire tliuro was not a siiuaro of 
land wliioli England held by force, ex- 
cepting in Ireland, wdioro force was em- 
ployed. (Enthusiastic 'cheers fi-om tho 
iriali honclies.) 

Ireland was hold by tlie master govorii- 
moiit and rofuaod to loarn that the mas- 
tery involved roSponaibility. Thoy knew 
tho whole literature of tho world was 
against thom. (Cries of "No.") Ho 
clialloiiged the government to mention 
any authority who had reviewed tiio rela- 
tions between Irolaiid and Englanil with- 
init- arriving at a home rule eunclusiun, 
(Cheors.) Tho toi'ies jirofessed tu bo 
tiglitiiig for tho union of tho om]iire, a 
light in which tho liberals joined. Thv 
lilierals showed that the charge uf dia- 
uiiinn was ridiculous. It was evidotit that 
the present state of all'aivs would not last 
long, aa Mr. Gladsttyie believed that every 
day tonded to b,ring th.e toyies. nearer to 
their doom. . 

Mr. G.lad8.tone then moved for the rtt- 
jocl,iim of the bill amid cheers from the 
liberal and ParnoU bnnichus. 

.Mr. Balfour ruplyiiig to ( Jladiitoiiu's 
tirst reference to the charge that the gov- 
orumont had brought thu bill as an alter 
niitivo to Mr. (lladatono'r homo rule pro- 
])usal, said that if that was tho case 
he felt |p»tifi^ >in/;.wyiogf ithiitt, it 
was sufficient to recommend tho meas- 
ure to the acce])tanco of tho huiiRo. 



had recently beeii created in 
Ireland, tyranny- that attacked 
the rights and;.Iibertio8 of the minority 
and most of those elementary principles 
without which a country would never bo 
prosperous. He contended that crime 
waa worse now than in 1870, when 
( I'ladstone promoteiooercion. He biunted 
( I hidstone with, having introduced in 1881 
an arbitrary measure enabling the Irish 
cliief secretory!' to-4nipriiioii' ati^biody at 
will. Ho ridiculed the comparis'oii that 
bad boon made between the trades' unions 
and tho societies whoso object waa the 
dismemberment of the empire, and which 
were supported by foreigners. The trades 
unions might well be indignant »t the 
compari&on of their honest and peaceful 
efforts witl^. those of the boycotters .and 
political conspirators. Gladstone had 
niaile an insidious and inaccurate sta^^- 
mont regarding crime in Ireland. In the 
early part uf thu year there was a visible 
iinprovoiiieiit, but at the ' last , .<^uarter'B 
session there woro evidences of a' relapse. 
In the . I une session crimes were commit- 
ted above the previous eighteen months. 

Forty-nine conson-ative memborssigned 
a letter to Lord .Salisbury asking him to 
accept iMattliews' reaignatioii at once. 

(iladstone's sjieech, though travelling 
over tho old ground, was a remarkably 
clear and lucid ro-presentation of tho ar- 
guments against the bill. Tho 8t3-lo in 
wbieb it was delivered waa eatchingly ani- 
mated, and at liima tho wdiolo house was 
rou.Hcd nitli eiitliusiasm. 

William D'liriun's appearance in the 
house to-night was greeted with eheers. 

Tho Paniellites do not intend to pro- 
long the debate on the crimes bill beyond 
tomorrow. The go\'ernmont will have 
tlio usual majority. 

.lubn Murley's .speech at Maiicliester 
yesterday, withdrawing his ojiposition tt) 
the exclusion of Irish members from West- 
minster and assenting the right of the 
I mperial pai-liament to veto Irish parlia- 
mentaiy measures, has been tho source of 
excited discussions in the lobby of the ' 
house. The turies denuunco it as an elec- 
tion dodge meant to iidluonco half a dozen 
elections now in progress, but a number 
of liberal and unionist nieinbei's perceive 
in it an oj)en road to a compromise and 
are urging their leaders to reopen nego- 
tiations with Gladstone.

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BULGARIA'S CHOICE. 

The Great Sobranjo has at la.st chosen 
a suocL'saor to the bnivo Prince Ale.Kandur 
as riiluf of Bulgaria. Tho choice has 
fallon upon Print'e Frederick of Saxu 
Goburg-Gotha, a petty Gorman princeling, 
remarkable in no other rospoct tliun that 
he was born in tho purple. We are told 
that the annotinconient of his election was 
received with great onthusiasm — tlie poor 
Bulfjarians lire prtiliably liajipy to tind 
that .'jonie one has been .selected to guide 
the destinies of tlioir country. It is iiuito 
improbable, however, that Prince Fred- 
erick will ever roach the thinne. The 
Czar of all the Riissias will never brook 
the presence in Bulgaria of ono wh(jse 
sympathies are first, last and all the time 
— German. The Powers have yet to re- 
cognize tho election .md it will bo very 
remarkable indeed if Germany is suffered 
to carry off tho honors. Ifc is well known 
that tho Czar has sot his heart on having 
Prince Nicholas of Mingrellii, or somo 
kindred ally, seatctl 011 the Btilgarian 
throne, since ho would be as pliant a tool 
of Russia as tho present noiniiioe would 
be of Germany. L'lihappy ,;ulgaria seems 
to ocoupy a seat between twi.* stools. Yet 
the latter part of the dispatch gives us 
hope that she is about to strike off the 
chains whicli have no long bcjtind her, pre- 
venting, as they have, any pdssibility of 
national growth. In tlie event of the 
Powers recognizing Prince Frederick's 
election the ISobraiije intends t:(j alirogate 
article H. i>f the Biirlin treaty ami pro- 
claim the iiiilepcndouci! nf the c(juiiti-y. 
In thi.4 fl'ee country of (Uirs we symiiatiii/.e 
with tiiose wlio are uppre.ssed and down- 
trodden, and we like the sound of that 
word — "independence"— which the cable 
tells us Bulgaria will battle for. Should 
she do so, we may look for dangerous 
complications. The Balkan cjuestion 
would nece.s.sarily bo re opened in which 
overj' nation in liuropo is interested. We 
may fairly CDncliide that Bulgaria will 
only become independent of thellttoman 
Empire through a groat crisis, possibly 
war. Peace seems to reign in this jubilee 
year over Europe. Is it only tho calm 
before tlie storm 



TuK relations btttwuen Germany and 
Russia fire boeomin^ incomprehensible. 
While there is a seeming concord between 

tho two courts, a war of extermination 
against everything ( lernian is ever increa.s- 
ing in Russia, This action <iu the part of 
R,u8sia results in an intense l)itterno«s 
against that C(juntry in J5erlin, whore tho 
leading jor.rnal.s talk of reprisals and self- 
defense. These articles, showing tho 
growing distrust of Russia, have already 
had their effect in tiie fall in the price of 
Russian securities all r(jund. The unceas- 
ing otforts of Prince Hohenlohe, Count 
Henakel and Herr Kramsta, tho largest 
German land owners in the Russian pro- 
vinces, to have tiioinselves exoni])tod from 
tho effects of the (Jzar's ukase, ['ailed of 
the desired result, the St. Petersburg 
government refusing to make any excep- 
tion in favor of anybody, and theref<jre 
these land owners, together with Prince 
Hadzit and Prince Keuss, will tind them 
selves compelled to sell their estates in 
Russia at a virtual .sa<.'rifice. It is ag.-iin 
asserteil among (he (liploioais that (,'ount 
Von Uatzfeldt, tlie (iernian iniuister In 
London, will shortly succeed Count N^m 
Munster, the German ambassador to Paris, 
Count Herbert Bismarck replacing Von 
Hatzfeldt at London.

Even in the wilil anil uiy.stericuis 
regions of Nubia, it would be dithcult tn 
perfectly seclude a uian like this remark- 
able adventurer hero. It would seem 
certain that were he still alive some direct 
news would have come from him before 
tho end of a j'ear and six luonth.s from the 
time of his disapiiearance. But certain 
facts in the matter ciicuuraL'e a belief in 
lho possibility that he .succeeded in escai)- 
ing up the Js'ile to the unknown regions 
of Central Africa, where he remains, i)er- 
haps, as much from choice as necessity. 
In a letter which ho wrote shortly bef'i no 
tho fall of Khart<unn, he expresneil gie.-U 
bitterness at the treatment nf the Bliti.sli 
govorniiient, and emphatically ilei:lared 
that ho would never return I" I'lngland. 
In connection with this stateiiu'iit we no- 
tice that what would be called an authen- 
tic account of his death has never bien 
furnislied. Indoeil I hero is no evidence 
that (^iordiui was not .•nuoiiglhe few whiles 
who were known to have escaped. Bui 
tho probabilities that he did escape are of 
tho most slender character, and would 
hardly warrant tho expedition which will 
soon stJirt for the upper Nile cnnntry tn i 
lind out something delinile regarding liis 
fate. This enterjirise is in I he liand.s nf 
Englislmion whi> now tind t he road com- 
paratively open and free fruni danger. 
Tlie Arabs having achieved their inde 
pendeiice from Egypt and all foreign 
powers, are now willmg to establish friond- 
l^- relations with any parties who will 
vi.sit tlieiii .solely fni- piirpo.scs of 1 rallic, 
and not interfere with their political or 
religious arrangements.

St. Alice Hotel, Harrison Hot Springs, 
is fast becoming a popular place of resort, 
nob only o;n occount.of ,tho, jiealing quali- 
tioa of tho water ' tliak boil up from the 
earth, but also because it is built in one 
of the loveliest portions of the province. 
Arriving at Aggassi/. station a si.x-mile 
drive liver a fairly good road brings the 
visitor to the hotel, wdiicli is erected fac- 
ing the lovely atrotoh of water known as 
Harriapn lake. .The '.buildiftg . ia throe 
stories in height, with verandahs running 
ari,iund it, and is built in the shape of an 
"L' wdtli the iiitenti.m of adiling another 
wing when necessary. Tho rooms are 
well lighted and cheerful in every respect 
and furiiiiihed in an elegant style. The 
dining-room looks out upon the water, 
taking .in "Uie view thci.pictureBque islands, 
the 8tret.ch of woter and grand snow-cap- 
ped peaks of tho D.iuglas in.iimtaiiis fifty 
miles beyond. T!ie app.nntiiioiits of the 
(lining-ro.im are excellent, there being 
tables where parties can be aitconiiuodated 
and others for two or three. Altogether 
it is capable of seating comforUihly ab.nit 
seventy-five jieople.
